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PREFACE

HE various Diſſertations upon antient Eng/; 

Coins, which have been publiſhed by ſome 
Gentlemen of exalted Genius, and diſtinguiſhed Merit, 
(particularly the excellent Table of Erg//h Silver Coins, 
from the Norman Congueſt, by the late worthy Pre- 
{dent of the Royal Society. A Work that will ever en- 
gage our Admiration for the Author and his Abilities,) 
have rendered any Thing further upon that Subject al- 
together ſuperfluous, other than occaſionally to offer 
and ſubmit a few Conjectures as they have occurred in 


the Courſe of this Work, which, by the Perſuaſion of 


ſome Friends, though contrary to our original Deſign, 
we have been prevailed on to add, which therefore we 
hope will be received with Candour. 

The firſt five Plates contain near 220 Heads and Re- 
verſes of the moſt ſcarce Engliſh Silver Coins, from the 
Time of the Conqueror, to the End of the Reign of 
Henry III. and in the other ſeven Plates are near 300 
more, equally rare, from that laſt Period, unto the End 
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of the Reign of Henry VIII. the Whole being care- 
fully Engraved by the beſt Hands. As the Coins of Tre- 
land have already been publiſhed by a very able Gentle- 
man, and as a learned and judicious Antiquary purpo- 
ſes, ſpeedily to favour us with ſundry Plates of Coins, 
of the ſeveral Dukes of Aguitain. We've confined our- 
ſelves to Exgliſb Money only (except in two Reigns) viz. 
In thoſe of King Richard I. and King John, where we 
thought proper to give a ſmall Specimen of each, as 
there are no HFugliſb Coins of one Prince, and fo few 
that can be depended on as true of the other. 

It poſſibly may be objected by ſome, who perhaps, 
are poſſeſſed of a few Coins that are not contained here- 
in, that we have not given a regular Series; we think 
it therefore neceſſary to mention, that our Intention 
was not to publiſh all the known Engliſb Silver Coins, 
but only ſuch an agreeable and proper Variety thereof, 
as was ſufficient, in our Conception, to form the 
Purſuit of the young Collector in his Enquiry; the 
Dealer in Silver Coins in his Purchaſe; and, if poſſible, 
to contribute ſomething to the Amuſement of the more 
Experienced. 

The Taſk of exhibiting each Prince's particular Coin 
to the View of the Public, would be very arduous 
and difficult, although undertaken by the joint Aſſiſt- 
ance of ſeveral Gentlemen verſed in the Study. Each 
Day almoſt bringing to Light ſome new and additional 
Piece, either in Reſpect to the Reverſe thereof, or ſome 
particular Inſcription, long buried in the Bowels of the 
Earth, or reſcued out of the Hands of the Ignorant. 

By the kind Aſſiſtance of our Friends, we could 


have 
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have furniſhed a ſufficient Number of Coins to fill at 
leaſt Twenty - four Plates from that Period of Time 
only, which is here compriſed in Twelve, and are 
fully ſatisfied from a very exact Calculation, that not 
leſs than One Hundred and Fifty would contain all 
the Varieties of our Eugliſb Coin now extant, from the 
Conqueſt to the preſent Time; notwithſtanding a Gen- 
tleman whoſe Abilities are well known, hath (as we 
preſume miſtakenly) aſſerted, that it was impoſſible to 
Publiſh a Set of Sixty Plates of Eugliſb and Aguitain 
Coins, even joined together. 

Nine or Ten of the Repreſentations in this Work 
are Copied from Engravings, Five whereof are Coins 
of Richard I. and we have accordingly mentioned the 
Authors and Occaſion. 

This Impartiality we could wiſh others to Obſerve, 
and cannot forbear Recommending ; the ultimate End 
of our Deſign being with a View to Inſtru& and not 
miſlead, how far we have ſucceeded we leave to the 
Judicious, who only know the Dithculties attendant 
upon Searches of this kind, and to them only we 
ſubmit. 


Note, Some of the Plates and Coins in our firſt Impreſſion, are without 
the Numbers and Figures prefix'd, as in this; our Intention at that Time 
being to publiſh the Plates only, without makingany Obſervations there- 
on, but that Omiſſion may be readily ſupplied with the Pen, by thoſe 
who ſhall think proper to have the additional Notes.

GENTLEMEN, 


A? ſeveral ingenious Antiquarians have given us the Hiſtory of 
our Engliſh Coins, any Thing further on that Head might 
be thought unneceſſary; yet as they have one and all been ex- 
tremely deficient in giving the young Collector proper Lights 
and Information relating to the Value of each King's Money, "the 
unſkilful Enquirer frequently loſes an Opportunity of ſecuring 
a rare Coin, that may not fall in his Way again in many Vears. 

Therefore to prevent ſuch Diſappointment, the Publiſher of this 
Work hopes the Calculation hereto annexed will be kindly re- 
ceived, which is only a ſhort Abſtract from various Catalogues of 
the moſt remarkable Sales that have been within theſe fifteenY ears. 
And as the Deſign of the Proprietors is to make theſe Plates of 
univerſal Service not only to Antiquarians but to Goldſmiths, 
Refiners, and all Dealers in Silver, in Town and Country, who, 
for Want of friendly Inſtruction, are unacquainted with the Value 
of thoſe Rarities, which occaſions their being flung into the melt- 
ing Pot: A deſtructive Practice that has already deprived the fineſt 
Collections in the Kingdom of a Richard the Firſt, and an Eugliſhi 
John; and, if not diſcontinued, will, in a ſhort Time, make 
our Engliſh Series even more ſearce than the Raman. 

Several Friends have petitioned: us to ſet forth the Value of 
each ſeparate Coin: And it was under Conſideration ;. but we de- 
clined it, thinking it might prove diſpleaſing to a very reſpectable 
Body of Gentlemen, and not of any great Moment to the Gold- 
ſmiths, as the Price of every ſcarce Piece depends much on its 
Preſervation, but more on the Generofity of the Purchaſer, that we 
think the following Abſtract will prove a ſufficient Guide to all, and 
diſpleaſing to none, which is the ſincere Deſire of, 0

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OBSERVATIONS 


ON THE 


Coins of Wilham I. and II.

HIS Plate exhibits an Engraving of ſome of 

| the Silver Pennies of William the Conqueror, 

and his Son and Succeſſor Rufus, they not Coining 
any other Sort of Money. 

From the Conqueſt to the Eighteenth of Edward 
III. the Pennies differ but little in Weight (when 
perfect and unclipt) and are of the old Standard, or 
Sterling, viz. II oz. and 2 penny wts. fine, and 18 
penny wts. alloy to the Pound Troy, and in Size much 
the ſame as deſcribed in the Five following Plates. 

In a late and valuable Work, we are informed, that 
the full Standard Weight of our Money (for Two Hun- 
dred Years after the Conqueſt) was 24 Grains Troy ; 
but with deference to the Author, it moſt certainly 
did not exceed 22 Grains and a Half “. 

The Congueror and his Three immediate Succeſſors, 
on their Coin uſed the Savon H i. e. W. We mention 
this, becauſe the leſs Accurate may take it for the

Letter P. The Saxons had two Sorts of Capital W's, 
the One denoted VV, which is to be met with fre- 
quently on their Coins, and the other thus, B and 
this is the only Mode of expreſſing that Saxon Letter 
upon any Coin after the Conqueſt, until Henry II. 
introduced the W, on his Money, which was conti- 
nued by his Succeſſors. 

We have not hitherto been able to diſtinguiſh with 
Certainty the Congueror's Coins, from thoſe of his Son, 
and next Succeſſor. But conjecture No. 6, 7, 8, 9 and 
10, are his, from bearing a Sceptre in each Hand, the 
Enſigns of the Crown of England, and of his Duke- 
dom of Mormandy; and that his Son Rufus did not 
bear the Like, was becauſe the Conqueror's eldeſt Son 
Robert was poſſeſſed of that Dukedom. No. 16 and 
17 are likewiſe ſuppoſed to be his, they (among others) 
being found in Kent, ſome Years ago, with a like 
Number of Pennies of the laſt Harold, whom the 
Congueror ſlew in Battle. No. 34 to 38 are uſually 
placed to Rufus, in conformity to Speed and others. 
But Doomſday Book, (which is ſhortly expected in 
Print) we hope will conduce towards Inveſtigating this 
Difficulty, as it may give us the Names of thoſe Places, 
which had the Mintage of Money in the Congueror”'s 


Reign. The one King probably Coining, where the 
Other did not.

O Coins have hitherto been diſcovered of this 
King, other than Pennies, Simon Dunelm and 
Hoveden the Hiſtorians, indeed ſay, he appointed Halt- 
pence and Farthings, to be Coined round, like Pennies. 
As this King Reigned long, and had Mints in moſt 
large Towns, the Variety of the Types in his Money 
cannot be wondered at, any more than the Rudeneſs 
of ſome in particular, when we reflect on the Bar- 
bariſm of the Times, 11 

There is a great Similitude between, No. 1, 2, 3 
and 5, and the three Laſt in the preceeding Plate, 
and the Reverſe of No. 3, in this, coincides with No. 
26 in that, in the Names of the Moneyer and Town, 
which is our Authority for thus placing them. No. 4 
and 6, are very Curious and Rare, No. 4, was found 
in the Center of a Piece of the ruined Wall, part of 
the Abby of Reading founded by this King; on the 
Reverſe is the Saxon P, which in our Obſervation on 
the firſt Plate was dicontinued by Henry II. we men- 
tion this becauſe ſome Gentlemen aſcribed this Piece 
to Henry II. 

No. 7, 8, 9 and 10, are of the ſame Type with 
thoſe which Speed has given us for Henry II. with 
whom we cannot agree, being ſo widely different from 


his

his latter Coinage, and on No. 8, the Word Winton, 
is wrote /Pintez) agreeable to the Uſage of the Con- 
queror, No. 11, 12 and 13, are undoubtedly Coins 
of this King, and Mr. Leake is of Opinion that thoſe 
with the Word Pax, allude to the Peace he made with 
his Brother Robert. : 

The Reverſes of No. 14 and 16, are far more like 
the Congueror's Coins, No. 22 and 23, than any of la- 
ter date. No. 17 and all in that Row, certainly ex- 
preſs a more elevated Genius in the Artiſt, than an 
of the Former, yet we incline to think they belong 
to this Prince, though perhaps near the Cloſe of his 
Reign, and what we hope farther confirms our con- 


jectures that theſe eight Coins are rightly placed is, 


Mr. Leake's Opinion, that after King Szepher's Reign, 
all our Money was made full faced till Henry VII. in- 
troduced the profile Head. This likewiſe was the 
Opinion of that eminent Antiquary the late Mr. 
Ralph Thereſby, of Leeds, Fellow of the Royal Society. 
The laſt Five, are doubtfully aſcribed to this King, 
for on No. 24, Minted at Morwich, we find the W, 
in the ſame Form as Henry II. John, and Henry 
III. uſed it, and as that Letter appears, after the 
Saxon Mode in the Coins of King Stephen, it is pro- 
bable it was Minted in the former Part of Henry 
IId's Reign. Though it muſt be admitted the Rever- 
ſes much Reſemble No. 34 to 38, in the firſt Plate, and 
on that Account are frequently claſſed with the Coins 
of this Prince eſpecially by Young Collectors.

H E Imputation thrown on this King for having 
1 his Coin more debaſed, and rudely expreſſed than 
any of his Predeceſſors, is certainly very unjuſt ; 
indeed the Iniquitous have very much diminiſhed the 
Weight by clipping, a Practice which prevailed till the 
modern Method of Coining was invented. No. 3, the 
King 1s repreſented bearing a Streamer or Standard in 
his right Hand, this valuable Piece was lately in the 
Cottonian Collection. No. q, belongs to Mr. Hill, is 
very curious, having 4 Mullets on the Reverſe, ſimilar 
to the Scorch Coins of David I. No. 10, is highly 
preſerved, and is remarkable for the Sv E in William 
and Wilton. No. 11, is ſingular and rare, the Figures 
thereon, in the Opinion of many, are Stephen, and 
Henry Duke of Mor mandy, who by Virtue of a Treaty 
made in the 19th Year of Stephen, was to ſucceed to 
the Crown, and upon this Peace, Stephen performed 
the Ceremony of adopting the Duke, a Cuſtom fre- 
quent among the Roman Emperors. No. 12, is much 
valued, ſuppoſed to be Minted by Euſtatius, Stephen's 
Son, during the Time of his Government of York. 


GC ObJervations

T HE Reign of this King being long, it is proba- 
ble he Coined a much greater Variety of Money 

than is exhibited in this Plate. His Momies in 
general are much clipped and defaced, but a Parcel 
being lately found on Brambam Moor, near Leeds, which 
were tolerably well preſerved, has enabled us to preſent 
an Engraving of ſome of them, in much greater Per- 
fection than we otherwiſe could have done. 

After all, the great Similitude between the Coins of 
this King and Henry I. creates a Dithculty to place 
them in their proper Claſles, unleſs the Opinion we 
formerly gave of this Prince's firſt ſubſtituting the W 
in the Place of the Saxon E ſhould be deemed incon- 


teſtible.

O ſcarce are this King's Coins, that Mr. Folles fays 

it had not been his Fortune either to ſee any of 

his Pennies, or to receive any Account of them 
that he could depend upon. 

No. 1, from Speed, is a Penny of Henry III. 

No. 2, mentioned by Mr. Leake to be in Mr. Thoreſby's 
Collection, is ſo very imperfect, as to be impoſſible to 
ſay to whom it helongs, hut probably to Edward I. 

No. 3, from Rapin, is a Coin likewiſe of Henry III. 
theſe Three from having the Repreſentation of two 
Heads thereon, has inclined ſome to believe that they 
are the Figures of Henry II. and Richard I. but it is 
certain that they are Coins of later Date that have re- 
ceived a double Stroke in Coinage. 

No 4, is a Penny of Edward the Confeſſor's with a 
blundered Legend. 

No. 6, and 7, the firſt Coined whilſt this King 
was Duke of Aguitain only, and the other after he aſ- 
cended the Engliſh Throne. 

No. 8 and 9, though not ſo finely preſerved, are 
thought to be real Coins of this King, by ſeveral cu- 
rious Gentlemen, Members of the Antiquarian Socicty, 
and others who have ſeen them.

Upon each the King is repreſented 
bearing a Sceptre in his Hand, and upon the Reverſe of 
the Firſt is the Name of the Moneyer and Town where 
Minted. It muſt be here obſerved that the Sceptre does 
not appear upon any King's Coin after Henry III. till 
Henry VII. and that from about the 7th of Edward J. 

the Names of the Moneyers was diſcontinued, for theſe 
Reaſons, and as we pay a great Deference to the Judg- 
ment of thoſe Gentlemen who have inſpected theſe two 
laſt Coins, we offer the ſame as real Curioſities.

HIS King is ſaid to have Coined Pennies, Halt- 

pence and Farthings, but of the two latter Kind, 
there are none to be met with. 

Indeed Mr. Thoreſby in his Ducates Leodifgensis Page 
353, mentions the Earl of Pembroke's ſhewing him a 
round Halfpenny, or Farthing of this King. 

The Pennies of this King afford a much greater va- 
riety of Moneyers and Towns, than any from the Con- 
queſt to Henry VIII. Mr. White, who was ſo generous 
as to enable us to preſent this Plate (which by his di- 
rection is Engraved from the Coins, with all their De- 
fects and Imperfections) hath at leaſt 200 different from 
one another, many of which are extreme Curious. On 
ſundry of theſe Coins ſtruck at London and Canter- 
bury, between the Moneyers, and Town's Name (as in 
No. 1, and 8, appear the Letters FR. T. M. B. and L. 
what theſe Initials denote is variouſly ſuggeſted, ſome 
are inclined to conjecture they mean the ſeveral Offices 
occupied by thoſe concerned in the Mintage and Others, 
the Sirnames of the Moneyers ; and to this latter Opi- 
nion we much incline. 

On the Pennies after the 324 Year, the Sceptre is 
rarely ſeen, except on thoſe Minted at London and 
Canterbury, indeed, we have met with two others (with 
Sceptres) No. 26. and One not in this Plate, the Re- 
verſe of which reads Joh, on, Seinted.

LL the Coins of this King, differ ſo much in Weight 

from thoſe of Richard III. that no one can con- 
found the One with the Other, if he will but take 
the Pains of uſing the Scales and Weights. The Weight 
of this King's Groats ſhould be 72 Grains and the ſmal- 
ler Coins in proportion. 

No. 1, 2 and 3, are in fine Preſervation, each 
weighing barely a Grain ſhort of the Standard in this 
King's Reign, whereas the fineſt of Richard IIId's 
Groats weigh but 48 Grains. Both Head and Reverſe 
of Richard II. and IIId's Money, alſo vary greatly, and 
are eaſily diſtinguiſhed by a careful Obſerver, by com- 
paring No. 1, 2, and 3, in this Plate, with the ſame 
Numbers in our Tenth. 


Obſervations on the Coins of Henry IV. Pl. 8th. 


H E low Price of this King's Coins at ſundry late 

Sales, may induce the young Collector to ima- 
gine they are very common. But we are perſwa- 
ded that 19 out of 20. fold for his, properly belong to 
Henry V. or VI. The Coinage of this King was but 
ſmall, his Reign being but 13 Years, and Silver ſcarce, 
the Indentures with the mint Maſters ſtipulate that his 
_ Money 


VE 
Money was to be made of equal Goodneſs and Weight 
with Richard II. and it was fo, till his laſt Year ; and 
yet there arc hardly five Groats, or Halt-groats to be 
found at this time of his Money. No. 1, is a heavy 
Groat, weighing 68 Grains, and No. 3, 1s a light One, 
probably of his laſt Year, not quite 58 Grains. 

The Inicriptions on the Reverſes of theſe two Coins 
are posbi, devm'a, d'trvtor, Em mev, and torem, mevm, 
which correſpond with thoſe of Edward III. and Rich- 
ard II. the N's in London allo are in the ſame Form. 
Whereas on thoſe Groats attributed to Henry V. and 
Henry VI. the N's are ſhaped more like an R; the 
Inſcription likewiſe differs, being pœſvi, devm'a, divtor, 
e'mevm, and we think the whole Type much more re- 
ſembles Edward IV. and Richard the Third's Groats. 

No. 4 and 6, weigh full 60 Grains each, the ſingu- 
larity on the Head fide made the Owner deſirous of 
their being Engraved in this Plate, but we are doubttul 
whether they are ranged in their proper Station. No. 
2, 5, 7 and 10, arc inſerted under this Reign more in 
compliance to the received Opinion, than from an 
real Authority, the Heavieſt of theſe falling full 4 Grains 
ſhort of the ſtandard Weight of his firſt Coinage. 

No. 8 and 9, weigh 7 and a halt Grains, and we 
have ſeen two or three other ſmall Coins, probably Far- 
things of this Prince, by their Weight, which was 
full 4 and a halt Grains.

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Obſervations on the Coins of Henry V. and VI. Pl. gth. 


I TH our utmoſt diligence we are not able 

with certainty to ſeparate the coins of theſe 

two kings. Mr. Leake obſerves, that by an indenture 
in the firſt year of Henry VI. the monyer is called, 
« Mint Maſter, Eu le cite de Londres, cite de Demoyh, 
cc /e ville de Briſaut, et en la ville de Calais; and 
accordingly the coins ſtruck at thoſe places are in- 
ſcribed, civitas Donwic & villa Briſtol. If that wor- 
thy gentleman had been ſo kind to favour us with an 
engraving of one of thoſe rare coins, as well as of the 
uncertain ones, (whether groats, half groats, or pence) 
in all probability ſome particularity therein, might 
have pointed out to us other coins of this king, though 
minted at London or Calais. It is our misfortune never 
to have ſcen or heard of any one coin ſtruck at Dum- 
wich or Briſtol that could be depended on. No. 1, 2, 
3, and 4. are common groats, which weigh about 
60 grains, and only vary from each other in their ſe- 
veral inſcriptions, mint marks, and ſtops. No. 5. 
weighs 56 troy grains, and is a very curious and rare 
coin, for which we are greatly obliged to the preſent 
owner Mr. Blake. We have lately ſeen another of the 
ſame type in the hands of the ingenious Mr. Fryer, 
which is very fair, but weighs two grains leſs. We are 
inclined to think theſe were minted at ork in the for- 
mer part of Henry VI's reign, for on the head fide 
are two Fleur de lis; the ſame may be obſerved on 
No. 11. and 16. the one a groat of his latter mintage, 
(as we apprehend) wt. 48 grains, the other a half

groat weighing 23 grains. It may be proper in this 
place to obſerve, that this king's angel and half angel 
of his laſt year, vis. 1470. have the ſame Fleur de lis 
over the arms, whether intended as a privy mark, or 
an ornament, we cannot ſay. No. 6. weighs 117 grains, 
and ſeems intended as a proof for a double groat. 
Mr. Folkes mentions a quadruple one, which exactl 
tallying with this piece, perhaps they were both ſtruck 
with one dye. No. . weighs 48 grains, has a roſe 
for the mint mark, and is ſo much like the groats of 
Edward IV. that moſt collectors place it to Henry VI. 
Yet Mr. Folkes takes it to be a groat of Henry VII. 
before he changed the open for the arched crown ; 
and if ſo, No. 16. may be a half groat of the ſame 
prince, for in the center of the croſs is the letter [av], 
which may be the private mark of its being ſtruck in 
archbiſhop Moreton's mint at Canterbury about the 
year 1486, No. 7, 10, and 15. are pennies well 
preſerved, but common. No. 17, is of York mint, 
and has a Fleur de lis on the head fide, as No. 5, II, 
Sc. No. 18 and 23 are both ſingular, the former 
for the town where ſtruck, and the latter for the mint 
Mark, and weight, which is only 11 grains; the 
mint mark agrees with No. 9 and 16; but the graver 
made a ſmall miſtake in the plate, for on the reverſe, 
in the center of the croſs, is a roſe and not a letter. 
No, 19 and 20 are halt pence. No. 21 and 22, far- 
things; the former weigh 7 and a half, and the latter 
3 and a half grains.

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Obſervations on the Coins of Edward IV. Plate 10th. 


O. I. is a groat weighing 60 grains, and No. 10. 

a half groat weight 3o grains, minted before 
the fourth year of this king's reign, when the weight of 
a groat was reduced to 48 grains, and the leſſer coins 
in proportion. Of this latter weight are No. 2, 3, 4, 
and 5, coined at London. No. 5 hath two annulets 
or eyelet holes on the head {1de. Theſe marks are 
frequently found on the head ſide and reverſe of the 
money of Edward I, III and IV, as well as on the 
groats attributed to Henry V. Therefore the conjec- 
ture of a late author, which makes them the proper 
diſtinction of the money of Henry V, from the other 
of the ſame name, loſes conſiderably of its probability. 
No. 6, 7, 8, 9, and 11. are groats minted at Bristol, 
Coventry, York, and WVorwich ; as we never have ſeen 
or heard of any being coined at Canterbury, (except 
from the ſame author) who founds his opinion from 
the letter C appearing on the breaſt ; but as C'is the 
initial of Coventry as well as Canterbury, in which laſt 
city we are inclined to think no groats were ever ſtruck 
before the reign of Henry VIII, we are apt to ſuſpect 
that gentleman muſt be miſtaken. No. 12, 13, 14, 
15 and 16, are half groats of different types in this 
king's latter coinage. No. 14 is ſomewhat remarkable 
by Morwich, the place of mint ige, being ſpelt Vorwic. 
No. 17, 18, 19, 22 and 23, are pennies of London, 
York, and Durham mints, weighing from 10 to 11 
grains: the reverſe of No. 19 reads civitas Donoli; it 
not deſigned for Dvnolm, we are at a loſs for the place 
of

cf mintage. No. 20 and 21 are half pennies, weigh- 
ing a trifle leſs than 6 grains each. The letters B. D. 
G. and 7. frequently ſcen within the inner circle on the 
head fide of this king's ſmall money, probably denote 
their being ſtruck in biſhops mints, Booth and Dudley 
being bithops of Dirham, and George and Thomas arch- 
biſhops of 2%, in this reign. 


Obſervations on the Coins of Richard III. Plate roth. 


H1S king's groats, half groats, pennies and half 
pennies, are of equal fineneſs and weight with 
the laſt coinage of Edward IV. No. 1, 3, 4, and 8, 
are groats, and ſo well preſerved that they weigh 47 or 
4.8 grains each. No. 2. is a halt groat. No. 6. a penny. 
No. 5 and 7 half pennies, which by their weight, in- 
ſcription, and mint marks, are undoubtedly coins of 
this king. We are not of opinion with the anonymous 
author of the appendix to the learned biſhop Fleetwood's 
Chronicon Precigſum, that the groats of this king are 
more ſcarce than any other coin, reference being had 
to our table, it will clearly be evinced, that many coins 
in theſe plates are far more rare and eſteemable than 
this king's groats. The ſame author has, in a table at 
the end of the appendix, mentioned as current, groats 
and pennies of Edward V ; yet as he has given us no 
gravings thereof, nor even told us in what collections 
any of that un{ortunate prince's money might be ſeen, 
ve ſhall perſiſt in the opinion we have always entertain- 
cd, that this young king did not coin any money.

Obſervations on the Coins of Henry VII. Plate 11th. 


HE firſt three coins in this plate are undoubt- 

edly coins of this king, and fo are thoſe like- 
wiſe with the arched crown, as we conceive, tho' with 
different mint marks, wiz. the ęſcallop, cinquefoil, 
double Fleur de lis, anchor, croſs crofſet, roſe, and 
greyhound's head, moſt of which marks are on his 
angels, though not on his halt-taced groats, (as hath 
been miſtakenly repreſented by a much eſteemed au- 
thor) for on them there is only one ſingle mint mark 
out of the ſeven above mentioned, which are on thc 
tull-faced groats. Mr. Folkes ſtrongly inclines to think 
that theſe arched crown groats (tho generally aſcribed 
to Henry VI.) were coined long after his deceaſe, and 
we are clearly of the ſame opinion, as none of thoſe 
groats with the ſingle or double arched crown have 
yet appeared, to our knowledge, coined at any other 
place than London, though the firſt mentioned author 
ſurmiſes that there are ſome of Callis mint. No. 4 
and 5, we preſume, are halt groats of this king, their 
weight, reverſe, and mint marks perfectly agreeing 
with others the certain coins of this prince. No. 9 
hath an [ar] in the center of the croſs, the fame as on 
No. 16, in our ninth plate; and being of the ſame 
place of mintage, further eſtabliſhes our former con- 
jecture on that particular ſpecies of coin. No. 11, 13, 
14 and 15, are pennies minted at London, York, and

Durham, weighing from 11 to 12 grains. No. 11 is 
remarkable, the king being repreſented in his chair of 


ſtate robed, bearing the ſcepter in his left, and the orb 


and croſs in his right hand: this is graved ſomewhat 


larger than it really is, in order to expreſs the ſame 
more clearly. No. 17, 18, 19 and 20, are half groats. 
No. 21, 22 and 23, groats, minted after his eighteenth 
year, the former weighing about 24 grains, and the 
latter 48, which weight was continued through the 
remainder of his reign. No. 24, 25 and 26, are ſhil- 
lings minted about the year 1504, and the firſt of the 
kind ſtruck in Ermg/and; they nearly reſemble the 
groats in circumference and type, but weigh near 144 
grains: ſo few are preſerved, that they are very highly 
eſteemed. |

W preſume this king, for the firſt eighteen years 


of his reign, coined only groats and half groats 
of the ſame ſtandard and weight with thoſe of his fa- 
ther's. But in his eighteenth year he altered both type 
and weight, making g groats of 42 grains each, and leſ- 
ſer coins in proportion. No. 6, 7, and 10, are of his 
firſt mentioned mintage; and No. 8, 9, 1 t, and 1 2, 
the ſecond ; there is a great variety of theſe laſt, which 
are the more particular from his being repreſented with 
a more juvenile countenance than on the former. 

In his 34th year, teſtons or ſhillings were minted, 
which, together with groats, halt groats, pennies, half 
pennies, and farthings, coincd about the ſame time, 
were one ounce and two penny-weights in the pound 
worle than the old ſtandard. No. 27 is a teſton, weigh- 
5 penny-weights troy, No. 22 a groat. No. 18 a 
half groat, and No. 13 a penny of this mintage, on 
which coins, to the king's ſtile, was added that of king 
of Ireland. 

The coins of his 36th year were ſtill more debaſed, 
being almoſt halt allay : and in the laſt year, his mo- 
ney wanted ſeven ounces, two penny-weights of the 
purity of the old ſtandard : fo that 4.8 of the teſtons 
of this laſt coinage, which ought to have weighed one 
pound troy, were only worth about 22 ſhillings and 
4 pence of our preſent money. No. 29 and 3o arc 
ſhillings : No. 23, 24, 25 and 26, groats: No. 19, 
20, 21, halt groats : No. 14, 16 ad 17, Pennies 3 and 
No. 15 a farthing, weight two and a half grains, mint- 
ed in the laſt 8 years of his reign at Loandim, 925

terbury, York and Briſtal. We have ſeen ſeveral half 
pence both of London and Canterbury mint, of the 
ſame type on the head fide as No. 15. and juſt twice 
the weight: and the late Mr. Bolton had a farthing of 
this king, of Loder mint, with a portcullis on one fide, 
a croſs and pellets on the other. It has been conjec- 
tured by an author, (whoſe works when expunged 
from a few errors are truly valuable) that the 35th 
coin in his fourth plate is a farthing of this king's, but 
the coin there graved is a very common half penny of 
queen Eligabeth, and by the mint mark was ſtruck in 
the year 1600; halt pennics of this type were coined 
from 1582 to the end of her reign, and the reſpective 
mint marks thereon correſpond with thoſe on her ſix- 
pences of theſe ſeveral years, and their weight runs 
from four to near five grains, which is double the in- 
denture weight of Henry the VIIIth's farthings. 

It has been ſaid by the ſame author, that this prince 
coined at York, ſhillings of fine filver, half-faced like 
his father's groats; but this we apprehend to be a 
miſtake, no manner of coins exceeding a half groat 
being ſtruck until after his eighteenth year, except in 
the king's own mint in Londen; and in fact no groats 
were coined in any of the country mints until the year 
542, except ſome few firuck at York by cardinal 
Molſey, whereon appears a cardinal's hat under the 
royal arms : and that he did not coin ſhillings 1s very 
preſumptive; certainly if he had, they would have 
bern remembered ſooner than his groats, as an increaſe 
to that favourite's other crimes, as we know that the 


coinage of groats compoſed one of the articles of his 
impeachment. No.

No. 28, is a very eſteemable Groat, weight 46 Grains, 
ſtruck at Towrnay in Flandens, ſoon aſter the Conqueſt 
of that City which vas in the Year 1513. There is an 
other of a diiterent 'iype, minted at the fame Place, 
(which is ſull as {carce) on the one fide the King's Arms 
are Crown 'd, on the Other, is the Cid Crols with a 
double Roſe in the Center, with the date 1513, in the 
Legend, which is nearly the ſame as No. 28. 

No. 31, is a very curious and {ſcarce Coin, called by 
ſome a Crown of this King, the Weight nearly ap- 
proaches ſour Teilons, (viz. 480 Grains) there is one in 
the Bodlcian Collection but much worn, that of Lord 
Pembroke's, and one other that we have ſcen, is much 
better preſerved. 

We here cloſe our deſign, which we have endeavou- 
red to compleat with as much Circumſpection, as poſ- 
ſible, it now remains tor us only to add, that our un- 
biaſſed attention to render theſe Obſervations as perfect, 
as the Conciſeneſs to which we have confined our {elves 
would admit of, has however, neceſſarily compell'd us 
occaſionally and not otherwiſe, to explode a few Errors 
which have crept into the Works of ſome Authors who 
have obliged the World with their Sentiments on this 
Subject, nevertheleſs as we profeſs a ſincere Regard tor 
their Works being on the Whole extreamly Uſeful and 
Inſtructive. We are very far from depreciating the Me- 
rit of any, to Exalt our Own, and we perſuade ourſelves 
they will pardon the Liberty we have ſometimes taken, 
as we ſhall always bc ready to retract our Sentiments 
whenever they arc found to be erroneous. 
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
